(3) In claim 7, line 5, changing "permutation" to - -permuting- -; 

(4) In claim 10, line 2, change "characterized in that it comprises" to - -further 
comprising- -; 

(5) In claim 10, line 3, it is unclear whether "said coefficients" refers to "complex 
coefficients" or "weighting coefficients"; and 

(6) In claim 17, line 2, change "characterized in that it comprises" to - -further 
comprising- -;
